"COUNTDOWN  TO  U.S.  VISIT,"  editorial  in  October  19 
centrist,  Hindi  daily,  DAINIK  HINDUSTAN:  "Preparations 
for  building  new  bridges  between  America  and  India  have 
started  in  the  run-up  to  Prime  Minister  Singh's  state 
visit  to  United  States.  U.S.  Under  Secretary  of  State 
for  Political  Affairs  William  Burns,  who  was  in  India 
last  week,  stated  that  the  relationship  between  the 
U.S.  and  India  is  key  to  establishing  global  order  and 
global  prosperity  in  the  21st  century.
